Governor, John Hancock for the 
same privileges of the white man. If 
not, they would withhold their tax 
payments. Needless to say, their 
efforts were unsuccessful but not 


one which would create a trade link 
between Africa, Europe and 
America. One which would link his 
brothers by commerce and conse- 
quently help tear down slavery. 
His most rewarding explora- 
tion would culminate on March 1, 
1811 nearly three months after de- 
porting from Philadelphia and mi- 
raculously escaping from French 
captives.

Therefore, 
the proposition for reparation was 
an imperative requisition nearly two 
centuries ago. 

Mr. Cuffe was chastised and 
called an Accommodationist be- 
cause of his work with the white-led 
American Colonization Society 
(ACS), who were using him to pro- 
mote racial separation, but the sub- 
sequent death or continuation of 
servitude for his black brethren was 
for him a more pernicious demon. 

By February of 1816, captain 
Paul Cuffe, a crew of seven, eigh- 


teen adults and twenty childrencom- 
pleted their transatlantic voyage. 
Aftera short hesitation by then Brit- 
ish Governor MacCarthy in allow- 


ing them tocomeashore, the return- 
ing Africans stepped on the soil of 
Sierra Leone, and established their 
“new home.” 

Paul Cuffe might nothave been 
a radical for his time, but he knew 
that “black economics” was a key 
component to our gigantic struggle 
to re-capture our stolen legacy. 

At the age of 58, the ailing 
activist died on September 7, 1817, 
the way he wanted it; quietly. By 
contrast, his life echoed throughout 
America from the Capital to Vir- 
ginia, from Liverpool to Africa, he 
left us with, like so many of our 
ancestors, a blueprint for struggle, 
and a haunting history which isn’t 
castrated of all its triumphant glo- 
Ties.

Foxx, an instructor-pilot squadron 
commander), Alcorn (MS), and later 
Lincoln University (MO), where she 
met and married her second hus- 
band, Bernard Bates. 

The Delaney-Foxx-Bates-Har- 
tis-McKenzie story is woven into 
the “very fabric of American his- 
tory — from the forties, starting 
with her direct involvement with 
the Tuskegee Airmen in World War 
Two and their fight for democracy 
and equality at home and in the 
skies of war-torn Europe — to the 
exciting sixties, when she was called 
centerstage to play pivotal roles in 
events which would help shape 
America’s destiny in the seventies 
and eighties,” according to journal- 
ist Payne.
